FOUGHT HAND-TO-HAND. 


SPANISH DEFEATED AFTER A 
FIERCE CONFLICT, 


Panama and Nicaragua Canal Compa- 
nies Not the Same. 

New York, March 18.—Mr. William Nel- 
son Cromwell, the American counsel of the 
new Panama Canal Company, of Paris, re- 
ferring to recent statements to the effect 
that a consolidation of the Panama and 
Nicaragua canal companies had been agrecd 
upon or was under negotiation confirms the 
fact that he has filed with Secretary of 
State Olney a formal declaration in behalf 
of the new Panama Canal Company that 
there does not exist, nor is there in con- 
templation, any agreement, arrangement or 
plan for the consolidation or acquisition of 
the Panama company with or by the Nica- 
ragua company under any form of owner- 
ship or control, and that there has not been 
any negotiations to that end. As the gov- 
ernment of the United States has chartered 
the Maritime Canal Company, of Nicara- 
gua, and has given it governmental coun- 
tenance, it becomes our duty, says Mr. 
Cromwell, to “‘advise this government of 
these facts, that there might be no possible 
misapprehension by the government and 
the people of the true positticn of the new 
Panama company. 

He says furth that “it is a popular error 
to treat the new Panama Canal Company 
solely as a French enterprise. Being pure- 
ly a private undertaking and having no 
political character, the people of the United 
States will be afforded fair opportunity for 
equal participation. It is designed that the 
canal shall be ‘neutralized,’ as was done in 
the case of the Suez—that is, the nations 
concerned in its operations may by common 
asreement make this a neutral waterway 
for the commerce of the world. Thus the 
United States can secure the great advan- 
tages of the canal without financial obliga- 
tions or serious political responsibilities. 


WIRES CUT IN NICARAGUA.

Greytown, Nicaragua, March 4, via New 
Orleans, March 18.—The telegraph lines are 
cut and communication with the interior 
is maintained only with difficulty, so that 
no definite news is forthcoming.

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WILL BE REPUBLICAN SEED. 


Ten Million Packets Will Be Ordered 
for Congressional Use. 

Washington, Mafch 18.—The secretary of 
agricuiture, in accordance with the man- 
date of congress, has prepared a circular 
letter to be sent immediately to all known 
republican growers of and dealers in seed 
throughout the United States, asking them 
to funtsh at reasonable prices to the Unit- 
ed States department of agriculture ten 
million packets of garden, field and flower 
seeds, beginning with asparagus and end- 
ing with wheat. 

This number of packets will give to each 
member and delegate in the house of repre- 
sentatives and to each United States sena- 
tor 15,000 packets for distribution among his 
constituents, after deducting one-third of 
the whole amount, in accordance with law, 
for distribution by the secretary of agricul- 
ture. It is estimated that the seed will 
weigh about three hundred tons. All the 
seed must be delivered on or before thirty 
days from the 17th day of March, 1896. Cir- 
culars will probably be mailed @ay after 
tomorrow. 


SUICIDE SCHULT2Z’S SHORTAGE. 


Receiver Burleigh Shows a Discrepancy 
of Over $1,500,000. 

Tacoma, Wash., March 18.—Receiver Bur- 
leigh, of the Northern Pacific Railway 
Company, has just made his report on the 
shortage of the late Paul Schultz, who com- 
mitted suicide a year ago. The report is 
astonishing. 

It shows that Schultz’s stealings from the 
Northern Pacific alone amounted to $142,000. 

He stole $150,000 from the Yakima Invest- 
ment Company, $225,000 from the Spokane 
Realty Syndicate, $746,000 from the Tacoma 
Railroad and Motor Company, $20,000 from 
Henry Villard, over $78,000 from local finan- 
clal institutions, and left personal debts of 
$100,000, a grand total of over $1,500,000. 
Scultz desired to control, conquer, develop 
and build up the northwest; to become to 
it what Cornelius Vanderbilt was to New 
York, or Leland Stanford to California: 
and, finally, when he had a large, perma- 
nent income, to live in London and be 
known as one of the great financiers of the 
age. Schultz outlined this plan to friends, 
but finding himself hopelessly involved, he 
put a builet in his brain.

QUAY IS LOSING ALL HOPE

Washington, March 18.—(Special.)—The 
republicans are fighting bitterly among 
themselves over the presidential nomina- 
tion. McKinley has the bulge to such an 
extent that the other candidates are begin- 
ning to fear his nomination on the first 
ballot. Several canvasses of the various 
states by his friends give him all the way 
from 350 to 525 votes on the first ballot. 
Many of them are claiming that he will be 
nominated on the first ballot. 

The Ohio man, indeed, seems to be get- 
ting more than his proportionate share of 
delegates. He has captured nearly every- 
thing in the south and is getting delegates 
here and there in the states of Quay’s 
‘favorite sons.’’ He has captured several in 
New York from Morton, and is now in- 
vadineg the sacred precincts of Boss Quay-— 
Pennsylvania. 

McKinley’s gallant charge seems to be 
carrying everything before it. His victories 
are causing the other fellows to chunk 
stones at him. The most vicious attack 
comes from his old enemy, Senator Billy 
Chandler, of New Hampshire, he of Flori- 
da fraud notoriety in 1876. Chandler had 
a column interview in several papers re- 
cently, in which he charges McKinley 
with attempting to fry the fat out of pro- 
tected manufacturers. Chandler charged 
him with collecting money from these man- 
ufacturers in such large sums thai if elect- 
ed president he can only be their tool 

General Grosvenor’s Reply. 

McKinley’s friend, General Grosvenor, re- 
plied to the attack with a partial denial. 
Then he adds: 

“In a political campaign for the presi- 
dency there must be some expenditure of 
money, and when the candidate has no 
money of his own, it is not a crime, I trow, 
to permit his friends to pay their own 
expenses in the necessary work of his 
campaign. Why not be honest and ingenu- 
ous? When a man begins to play the 
hypocrite the people understand it perfect- 
ly. There are necessary expenses incident 
to a political campaign for president that 
must be paid. Take the current campaign. 
How much money has been expended for 
buttons and pictures and literature ,for 
the several candidates? And yet I rejoice to 
say that there is but one in all the galaxy 
of candidates, splendid Americans, highly 
fitted for the presidential office as they 
are, who has money enough to pay just 
those simple expenses alone without se- 
riously embarrassing himself and family. 
How mawkish, childish, babyish, absurd 
and contemptible to create capital against 
an honest man because somebody has per- 
chance offered to aid his friends in the 
prosecution of a great national canvass. 
It may be that the contribution of money to 
@ presidential campaign is a deleterious 
development in this country, but the de- 
velopment of insincerity and contemptible 
hypocrisy and miserable Phariseeism is 
a development far worse for the future of 
American politics than the other.” 

Chandler Answered. 

To Grosvenor’s reply Chandler writes an- 
other interview with himself, in which he 
repeats his former statement with em- 
phasis. 

“I was very cautious in speaking about 
McKinley,” said he “but it certainly does 
seem to me that he is in the hands of un- 
scrupulous managers. They say that this 
year the republicans can elect a yellow 
dog if we nominate one. At the same time, 
look at the situation. If McKinley is nom- 
inated we shall have to meet the charge

“The remarks of The Savannah Press in 
relation to Mr. Crisp’s ‘political foresight’ 
are a strange comment to come from a 
Georgia democratic newspaper. It is true 
that Mr. Crisp might have gone into the 
Senate on the death of Senator Colquitt 
in 1894. He received the offer of appoint- 
ment from the governor of Georgia, and he 
declined it, not because he lacked ‘politi- 
cal foresight,’ nor because of disinclina- 
tion to that sphere of service. Then, as 
now, his ambition pointed in that direc- 
tion, and if he had put self-interest before 
duty he would have resigned the speaker- 
ship and accepted Governor Northen’s ap- 
pointment to the vacancy. 

“We do not know of any act in the his- 
tory of any man now in public life more 
creditable than Speaker Crisp’s declina- 
tion of that appointmtent. It came ata 
time when the democratic party in con- 
gress was in a flood of trouble. The pas- 
sage of the bill to repeal the Sherman act 
had split the party into factions. The Wil- 
son tariff bill, having passed the house, 
was being slaughtered in the senate. Pub- 
lic feeling was wrought up to intense ex- 
citement. The party that had swept the 
country in 1890, and again in 1892, was get- 
ting into a state of chaotic demoraliza- 
tion. If Mr. Crisp had resigned the speak- 
ership his party in the house would have 
been plunged into a bitter factional fight 
in the choice of his successor. The demo- 
crats in the house appealed to him to 
avert further and hopeless demoralization 
of the party by staying where he was. 
They desired not only his services as 
speaker, but his wise counsel and his help- 
ful participancy in public business. Under 
these circumstances Mr. Crisp flung away 
ambition—not because he was deficient in 
‘political foresight,’ but because he cared 
more for his party than for the promotion 
of Charles F.. Crisp. 

“The Post has no inclination to interfere 
in the senatorial compaign in Georgia, 
either for or against either of the aspir- 
ants. It is for the people of Georgia to 
decide whom they will send to sueceed 
General Gordon. But it is important for 
the general public to know the facts that 
the illiberality of The Savannah Press has 
induced us to record.”

All that was mortal of the “Gallant Pel- 
ham,” the young Alabamian of whom 
General Stuart said ‘‘He fell—the robiest 
of sacrifices—on the altar of his country, to 
whose glorious service he had dedicated 
his life,” the young southern chieftain, 
whose remains once lay in state in the cap- 
itol at Richmond, now repose unmarked 
in a modest little mound, 

An Honest Man. 

News came here today from Huntsville, 
Ala., of the sudden death there of Mr. Jo- 
seph Martin, the cashier for almost half 
a century past of the First National bank, 
of Huntsville. While at work on some cal- 
culations on the bank’s books he fainted 
away, and while the best of medical at- 
tention was promptly given him, he never 
regained consciousness, but expired a few 
hours afterwards. 

Mr. Martin came to Huntsville’ many 
years ago from England. He learned bank- 
ing in the mother country, and perhaps 
had the details of the business more at his 
fingers’ ends than has any man in the 
state. He was an extremely reticent, mod- 
est man, was seldom seen outside of his 
banking office, and yet every man in Hunts- 
ville, it is said, was his friend. He accu- 
mulated no fortune at his chosen ‘Lusiness. 
He was not even after his many years of 
service a large stockholder, but he raised 
and educated a large family and leaves 
them in comfortable circumstances. 

A prominent Huntsvillian said of him 
here today: “Joe Martin was too honest a 
man to get rich He was the only one I 
ever saw who was.”

Moses Hunter, and his wife, Maggie Hun- 
ter, of Dawson petitioned by habeas cor- 
pus for possession of Mrs. Hunter's thir- 
teen-year-old daughter, who was in keeping 
of Mrs. Abigail Dowdy, of Macon. In 1882, 
before her marriage, Mrs. Maggie Hunter 
lived with her parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Thomas Mixon, in Dawson. She loved 
Moses Hunter, but her parents objected 
to her marriage with him. He had been 
paying her the attentions of an accepted 
lover. Later, however, they were married. 

In Decembéf, 1882, her father carried her 
to Garrard, Ala., where she became a 
mother. Shortly after this she was sum- 
moned to Dawson by the illness of her 


mother. She left her month-old baby girl 


in the care of a midwife, Mary McMennis, 
and went to Dawson. While in Dawson she 
received a-letter from her sister, Mrs. 

Elizabeth White, of Columbus, saying the 
baby had died. She mourned the child as 
dead for some time, though as a matter of 
fact, the child was living and passed from 
the possession of the midwife, Mary Mc- 
Minnis, of Garrard, to Mrs. Abigail Dowdy, 
of Columbus, and the child became known 
as Rose Dowdy, though her real name 
was Carrie Hunter. When four years old 
the child was taken possession of by her 
aunt, Mrs. Elibabeth White, of Columbus, 
who kept her six weeks, when she was 
spirited away by Mrs. Dowdy, so the pe- 
tition alleges. Issue was made between 
Mrs. White and Mrs. Dowdy in the Colum- 
bus courts for the possession of the child, 
and for certain prudential reasons Mrs.

The Columbus courts gave the child into 
the custody of the South Georgia Confer- 
ence orphan home, at Macon, where she 
Nas been for the last four years, until 
December, 1895, when she was permitted 
t> again pass into the possession of Mrs. 
Dowdy, who had moved to Macon from 
Columbus. The child has remained with 
Mrs. Dowdy from December until this af- 
ternoon, when Ordinary Wiley directed 
that she be given over to the South Geor- 
gia Conference ohphan home until the 
habeas corpus is decided. 

When Mrs. Hunter learned some time 
ago that her. daughter was not dead, she 
desired to obtain possession of her, but 
was restrained by her father from _ so 
doing, so the petition alleges, in fear that 
her sister, Mrs. White, might be prose- 
cuted for claiming in the court at Colum- 
bus that the child was hers. Mrs. Hunter 
now desires the child. She claims in the 
petition that Mrs. Dowdy is in indigent 
circumstances, whereas he husband, Hun- 
ter, has a five-thousand-dollar plantation 
near Dawson, and is in active business, 
and well prepared to take care of her 
child. The petition states that the child 
is now aged thirteen, having reached the 
years of budding womanhood,” when the 
loving care and admonition of fond 
parents will be most needed. 

Mrs. Hunter, Mrs. Dowdy and the child 
were in court this afternoon. Mrs. Hunter 
is represented by Marion Erwin, and Mrs. 
Dowdy and the orphans’ home by Hill, 
Harris & Birch.

DEATH OF COLONEL CUTTS. 


The Gallant Old Soldier Has Gone to 
His Last Reward. 

Americus, Ga., March 18.—(Special.)}—Colo- 
nel Allen §S. Cutts, mayor of Americus 
and one of the most prominent men in 
this section of Georgia, died at 11:30 o’clock 
last night of bronchitis, after an illness of 
five days. Colonel Cutts was sixty-nine 
years of age. He was born in Pulaski coun- 
ty in 1826, though nearly his entire life was 
spent in this part of the state. He served 
with distinction through the Mexican war 
as captain of artillery, and during the late 
war commanded a battalion of artillery 
made up of five batteries, taking part’ in 
many of the bloodiest battles fought in 
Virginia and retiring with the rank of full 
colonel. 

Since the war hé had been engaged very 
extensively in the cotton business here. 
He represented Sumter county in the legis- 
lature and served several times as mayor 
of Americus, 

The funeral! will take place Thursday and 
will be conducted with military, civic and 
Masonic honors, the deceased being emi- 
nent commander of De Molay commandery 
Knights Templars, of this city. Delegations

Captain William P. Welch, a Promi- 
nent Citizen, Died Yesterday.

EXCHANGED BLOWS. 


Friends Stepped in and Separated 
Messrs. Wright and Barrett. 

Augusta, Ga., March 18.—(Special.)—There 
was a ripple of excitement among the 
friends of Hon. Boykin Wright today when 
it was reported that he and Mr. James 
Barrett had had a difficulty on Broad 
street. Investigation disclosed that the 
meeting could hardly be dignified with the 
term difficulty and was as short as it was 
harmless. 

During the taking of the testimony in 
the Black-Watson contest case Mr. James 
Barrett, a well-known populist, published 
in The Daily Tribune, an afternoon populist 
paper, a severe arraignment of Hon. Boy- 
kin Wright in connection with the manage- 
ment of Mr. Black’s case. 

Mr. Wright replied in a terrific card pub- 
lished in The Evening Herald, in which 
he said there was no need to reply to 
anything Mr..Barrett said here where he 
was known, but lest his attack might be 
seen by friends of Mr. Wright elsewhere, 
who did not Know the character of Mr. 
Barrett, he felt it necessary to reply and 
put the public on notice what sort of man 
Mr. Barrett was. Then followed a denunci- 
ation as severe and comprehensive as par- 
liamentary English made possible. Mr. 
Barrett replied in another bitter card in 
The Tribune, in which he denied that he 
had left town to keep out of Mr. Wright’s 
way after his first card. In this latter 
card he said he dismissed Mr. Wright 
from further notice. The matter was the 
subject of gossip for a day or two, and 
had the meeting between the two which 
occurred today taken place then it probably 
would have terminated more seriously. But 
in a few days the sensation had passed 
over and several times Mr. Barrett and 
Mr. Wright have been in sight of each 
other on the street since then without Mr. 
Barrett’s making any attempt to resent 
the denunciation. 

Mr. Wright, having heard nothing from 
Mr. Barrett, considered the matter at an 
end and was taken completely by surprise 
when Mr. Barrett brought up the subject 
today. Mr. Barrett was standing on the 
sidewalk in conversation with Mr. Jerry 
McCarthy, of The Chronicle, just below The 
Chronicle, op Broad street, when Mr. 
Wright came along. He was pulling on his 
gloves and passing without noticing them, 
when Mr. Barrett in front of him 
and said: 

“You denounced me as a coward and a 
poltroon and we may as well settle it right 
here,” at the same time striking at Mr. 


Wright. Mr. Wright warded off the blow

and struck back at Mr. Barrett, but missed | 
him, at the same time affirming that he had 
used the language complained of by Mr. 
Barrett. At this juncture Mr. McCarthy, 
who had been talking to Mr. Barrett, and 
Mr. Arthur Buist, who was passing on his 
bicycle, ran in between the two and sep- 
arated them without a scratch, As they 
were pulled away from each other Mr. Bar- 
rett repeated the statement: 

*You said I was a poltroon and coward.” 

Mr. Wright replied: “Yes, and you have 
shown it, attacking me unaware on the 
street.” 

This will probably be the end of the mat- 
ter. Mr. Barrett will hardly renew the at- 
tack at any future time, and Mr. Wright's 
friends would certainly advise against his 
doing so. Mr. Wright declined to make any 
statement whatever. The incident occupied 
but a moment and was known to only half 
a dozen persons. The Constitution’s corre- 
spondent talked for some time with Mr. 
Barrett on the subject of populist politics 
a short time after the meeting took place 
and only a few feet from the place, but 
Mr. Barrett never mentioned the occur- 
rence. There is no reason to doubt that 
the matter will end here. 


MADDOX INTERVIEWED. 


LIKES THE EXECUTIVE COMMIT- 
TEE’S RECOMMENDATION. 


He Is for Crisp and Believes That the 
Ex-Speaker Is Sure To Win. 
Floyd County’s Situation. 


Rame, Ga., March 18.—(Special.)—Hon. 
John W. Maddox is spending a few days 
at home with his family. In reply to a 
question concerning local politics, he said: 

“I am not taking any part in county 
political affairs except as a good democrat 
interested in the success of the party, 
locally, as well as in state and national 
affairs. I think that the proposition of 
Mr. Crisp is as fair as could have been 
made, and altogether on the right line. 
Let the people express themselves in re- 
gard to their choice for the senator, and 
then there can be no Kicking or charges 
of manipulation fn the final selection of a 
senator. 

Favors the Primary. 

“T am heartily in favor of that plan of 
procedure. That is the safest and surest 
way to secure a fair and impartial expres- 
sion from the people on the questions pre- 
sented to them. I have always believed 
in primaries, and in this case I think that 
the recommendations of the state demo- 
cratic executive committee are in the 
direct line of bringing about party unity 
and harmony.” y 

Ready To Report. 

The ccmmittee of investigation has sig- 
nified its readiness to report to the county 
board of education on Bridges’s affair, and 
a meeting has been called for 10 o'clock 
Friday morning. 

Bridges is said by his friends to be at 
his country home, in spite of the frequent 
reports that ke has gone to Texas. They 
€> press the opinion, however, that he is 
very foolish if he does not go, since all the 
evidence that has been unearthed. 


Convention or Primary. 

The question as to whether the county 
democratic executive committee shall order 
a primary or call a convention is being dis- 
cussed very generally with the majority 
largely for the holding of a primary. 

The advocates of a convention suggest 
that all delegates be chosen by mass meet- 
ings in each of the fifteen districts of the 
county to meet in #tome and constitute a 
nominating convention. 

“A fatal objection to that method of pro- 
cedure,’’ said a leading politician today, ‘“‘is 
that in some of the districts there would not 
be enough democrats to select ten delegates 
from. Baker’s district has not ten eligible 
democratic voters in if, and on the other 
hand half the democrats of the county re- 
side in Rome. 

‘That alone ought to be sufficient to 
show the utter folly of such a sugges- 
tion. Rome would have only ten repre- 
sentatives for some twelve hundred voters, 
while other districts with not a corporal’s 
guard of democratic voters, would stand an 
equal showing with Rome. A primary is 
the only fair and proper manner of selecting 
the candidates. ° 

‘“‘Another objection that they raise is that 
there are so many voters who have not 
registered. They forgot thaé a-citizen does 
not have to have paid this year’s taxes to 
be able to register and vote in the primary. 
It is only past due taxes that must be 
paid, and those who have not paid them 
will hardly be any better prepared later on 
than they are now.’’ 

The committee meets Saturday, when 
the whole matter will be discussed and set- 
tled and it is the opinion of the leading 
men of the county that a primary will be 
called. 


SIX PRISONERS ESCAPE. 


Were Confined in the Jail at Columbus. 
Jailer’s Cook Accused. 

Columbuts, Ga., March 18.—(Special.)}—At 
a late hour last night it was discovered 
that six prisoners had escaped from one of 
Muscogee’s prisons. The prisoners were all 
men and were confined in one of the com- 
partments of the chaingang quarters, hav- 
ing been committed under various petty 
charges. 

It is belteved that tHé prisoners were 
afforded their escape by a cook whom the 
jailer sometimes trusts with the keys. The 
officers have been in pursuit all day but 
none of the escapes have been captured. 


Warrant Was Dismissed. 

On the 16th or 17th of this month a war- 
rant was sworn out against Mr. C 65. 
Drake, which was afterwards dismissed, as 
soon as the facts were known. Mr. Drake 
was formerly president of the Georgia Aid 
Association, but last ‘uly he s.1ld cui his 
business to the Imperial Mutual Life In- 
surance Company. The warrant for him 
was taken because of an unpaid claim 
against the Georgia Aid Association, but as 
Mr. Drake had disconnected himself with 
that company he was not responsible for 
the debt. This matter being explained, the 
warrant was promptly dismissed by the 
party swearing it out.

AGAINST THE CITY 


The Forsyth Street Bridge Causes a 
$15,000 Damage Suit. 


MRS. HURT IS_ PLAINTIFF 


Mr. Brewer Brings Suit Against a 
Railroad for False Arrest and 
Imprisonment. 


A damage suit against the city, resulting 
from the building of the Forsyth street 
br’dge, is now pending in the first division 
of the city court. The suit was filed sev- 
eral months, aga.by .Mrs..Annie B. Hurt, 
and the damages are placed at $15,000. 

The petition was filed by King & Ander- 
son, as attorneys for Mrs. Hurt, but when 
Mr. Porter King was elected mayor, he 
became disqualified, and Messrs. Palmer 
and Reid became the attorneys of the 
plaintiff. The city is represented by City 
Attorney Anderson and Assistant Attorney 
Westmoreland. When the case was reach- 


ed several months ago, it was indefinitely 


postponed on account of the illness of a 
juror, and was not again reached until 
yesterday morning. 

The entire day was given to the hearing 
of testimony and argument, and at the 
hour of adjournment the jury was in- 
structed to be present in court this morn- 
ing at 9 o’clock, when they would be 
charged. It is expected that a verdict will 
be returned some time during the day. It 
is probable that additional evidence may 
be heard this morning before the jury is 
charged. 

Mr. Joel Hurt was the principal witness 
yesterday, and he was on the witness 
stand for several hours. He may probably 
be asked to answer a cross-examination 
this morhing by the attorneys of the city. 
Mr. Hurt testified that his wife owned a 
building on Forsyth street which ran 
through to Broad street. The front por- 
tion of the building of Forsyth street had 
been used as a storeroom until the new 
bridge was built. The bridge cut off the 
light and practically closed up the side- 
walk, as all passed down the center of the 
street, instead of going aleng the sidewalks 
as they did formerly before the bridge was 
built. 

Mr. Hurt, acting as the agent of his 
wife, testified that prior to the building 
of the bridge, the building was rented at 
a good figure to tenants, but since the 
bridge was built, the storeroom on that 
street had been allowed to stand idle, as 
no one cared to pay for the building with 
the bridge in the way. The damages re- 
ceived is said to be $15,000, and Mrs. Hurt 
desires a verdict in this amount against 
the city. 

Since the filing of the original petition, 
an amendment was placed with the clerk 
of the superior court, alleging that the 
city did not set about the building of the 
bridge in the proper manner. The amend- 
ment set forth that an appraiser should 
have been employed whose commission 
had been to make a careful estimate of 
the damages which would result from the 
building of the bridge, and to further as- 
certain just What might be expected as a 
result from its construction. 

The court was asked in the amendment 
to award the amount already lost in the 
failure to secure rents: from the store, as 
the city was at fault in the grounds set 
forth. 

Sues for False Arrest. 

By his next friend, S. B. Brewer, Mr. 
J. S&S. Brewer has brought suit through 
Attorney J. T. Pendleton against the 
Georgia, Carolina and Northern railroad, 
charging false accusations and false and 
malicious tmprisonment. 

Brewer states in his petition that he 
was the holder of a ticket which required 
to be validated at the office of Validating 
Agent Jack W. Johnson, and when he 
presented his ticket to be signed, he was 
turned over to a policeman by Johnson 
and carried to the office of Harry Frank, 
where he was accused of being a thief; 
later on he was carried to the office of the 
general superintendent, and a charge of 
forgery was preferred against him. 

It is charged that he was then carried to 
the station house and was, confined in a 
cell from one afternoon until the next 
morning. He wag released, he says, with- 
out a trial The amount of the damages 
is placed in the sum of $5,000.

Amanda Pass, the young girl who 
ran away from the Heme of the Friendless 
last Sunday night and was sent to Gaines- 
ville by Mr. V. E. Orr, will not come back 
to Atlanta to make her home at the insti- 
tution named. 

The runaway petitioned the Gainesville 
courtz to restrain the authorities from 
bringing her back to Atlanta and the pre- 
siding judge of that place granted an or- 


. der releasing the young girl and remanding 


her to the care of her relatives in Hall 
county. Mr. G. A. Wyly, who went to 
Gainesville Monday armed with papers of 
authority to bring the girl back, returned 
yesterday afteraoon without his charge. 

Tit runaway left Atlanta late Sunday 
night and when she reached Gainesville 
went to her mother, who lives four miles 
in the country. Monday morning it was 
learned that she was at her mother’s home 
and Chief Connolly telegraphed the Gaines- 
ville chief of police to arrest and hold her. 
Mr. Wyly left the same day and until yes- 
terday morning Amanda swas restrained 
a prisoner in the council chamber at 
Gainesville, the police station there being 
unsuitable for the confinement of women. 

When the girl’s mother and relatives saw 
that they were about to be deprived of 
her they decided to take the matter to 
the courts. A writ cf habeas corpus was 
sworn out by the girl and presented to 
Judge G. H. Prior, presiding officer of the 
Gainesville city court. It was alleged in 
the petition that her liberty was 
restrained unlawfully and that she was 
confined in the city council chamber by G. 
A. Wyly, who intended to remove her from 
Hall county unless interfered with by the 
court. Tla@=spetitioner alleged that she had 
committed no crime and prayed for her lib- 
erty. 

Not Properly Bound. 

The petition was presented to the court 
on Tuesday and a temporary order restrain- 
ing Wyly from removing the prisoner from 
the county and ordering him to produce 
her before the court Wednesday morning 
was signed by Judge Prior. “When the case 
was heard yesterday it was shown te the 
court that Amanda had never been prop- 
erly bound to the Home of the Friendless 
and that it was the will of her mother 
and relatives that she be allowed to re- 
main under their charge in Hall county. 
It was shown that it was not the girl's 
mother who brought her to Atlanta two 
years ago and had her bound to the home 
by the ordinary, as has been supposed. 
It was a sister-in-law of the girl’s who 
caused her to be bound to the home by 
Ordinary Calhoun, of Fulton county, she 
being an improper person to care for the 
young girl. 

In.personated Her Mother. 

Mrs. Pass alleged yesterday that it was 
not her will.that her daughter be brought 
back to Atlanta, she claiming a right 
to raise her child, who, she alleged, was 
taken from her and given to the Atlanta 
home agaiast her will. She proved that 
she is a proper person to care for her 
daughter and that the girl's sister-in-law 
had falsely impersonated her mother in 
having her committed to the home. After 
hearing the evidence in the case the court 
issued an order discharging the gir] 
from custody and giving her to her miother. 

Bertha Collins, the voung girl who ran 
away from the,home with Amanda did 
not have ruch luck. She has been brought 
back and is now at the home. Both girls 
told a2 sorrowful tale of their treatment 
at the home. They told Mr. Orr that they 
had been mistreated and that they would 
do anything before they would return to 
the home. ‘The girls begged for assistance 
and through sympathy for them Mr. Orr 
gave them money and paid.their way out 
of town. The Collins girl went to Ellenwood, 
Ga., to a relative at that place.

It Acted Wisely. 

By a vote of 19 to 6 the democratic 
executive committee of this, Fulton 
county, following the suggestion of the 
state democratic committee, has con- 
solidated all primary action of the party 
in this county on the sixth day of June, 
the day fixed by the state committee for 
the election of delegates to the state 
convention. 

By the action of the executive com- 
mittee the democrats of the county will, 
on the day named, elect by ballot not 
only six delegates and six alternates to 
the state convention, but they will at the 
same time nominate county officers, 
county commissioners, the three party 
candidates for the house of«representa- 
tives, and at the same ballot they will 
express their choice for the United States 
senator, to be elected by the next gen- 
eral assembly. 

The county committee acted wisely, 
and in consolidating all primaries for 
one day it has met the overwhelming 
demand of the people of the county and 
particularly of the business interests of 


- the city, which have hitherto been dis- 


turbed from six to eight times a year by 
the distribution of a series of primaries 
and elections over an unnecessarily wide 
range of several months. 

Were it not for the fact that the mo 
tive back of the effort to separate the 
primaries and thus divide the attention 
of the people is so well understood we 
would be surprised at any opposition to 
the proposition to consolidate all pri- 
maries. Fortunately the democratic ex- 
ecutive committee of this county, like 
the state executive committee and like 
other committees throughout the state, 
understands the situation, and the em- 
phatic manner in which it spoke yester- 
day gives conclusive evidence of its 
sympathy with the movement to bring 
out a full vote by the concentration of 
party action. | 

Strange to say, the proposition to sub- 
mit the senatorial question to the vote 
of the people of the county on the same 
day that the county acts in other matters 
was met with a determined effort to 


defer action on the senatorial question 


until the October election. This being 
the home of one of the prospective sena- 
torial candidates, it was natural to sup- 
pose that early action would have been 
encouraged rather than antagonized. 

Acting in the spirit of the recommen- 
dation of the last state convention and 
the instructions of the largely attended 
mass meeting which nominated the com- 
mittee, it refused to divide the action of 
the county and fixed all primary action 
for the 6th of June. 

The democrats of Fulton county now 
have an opportunity to meet and express 
their views by ballot at one of the most 
interesting primaries ever held in the 
county; and the result will vindicate the 
action of the committee by bringing out 
the largest democratic vote ever cast in 
the county. It is to be hoped that other

Railways and Immigration.

A Poor Man’s Case. 

About six years ago a dynamiter en- 
tered the office of Mr. Russell Sage, a 
New York millionaire, and tried to blow 
him up. 

Mr. Sage was equal to the emergency. 
He seized a poor fellow, a clerk named 
Laidlaw, and placed himin front of him. 
The bomb exploded and Sage escaped, 
while the clerk was crippled for life. 

This was very satisfactory to Mr. 
Sage, but Laidlaw sued for damages. 
On the first trial the judge was unfavor- 
able, but on the second trial the plaintiff 
got a judgment for $25,000. The su- 
preme court set this aside, but later 
the plaintiff again got $25,000 damages. 
Then, on the fourth trial he,got $40,000, 
and this verdict has been approved by 
the supreme court. 

It is said that Laidlaw would have 
been knocked out but for the fact that 
a rich man took an interest in his case 
and helped him. Without assistance he 
would never have been able to carry on 
a fight for five years in the courts. Sage 
was determined to fight the case to the 
bitter end, and he has shown how long 
such a matter can be delayed. 

Whether this will be the end of it now 
remains to be seen. The people of New 
York are very much interested in it, be 
cause it will determine the chances of 
a poor man in the courts against a rich 
man.

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Egyptian Cotton. 
While our preducers of upland cotton 
are compelled to compete with the cot- 
ton growers. of India on account of the 
demonetization of silver in this country, 
the producers of long staple, 


adopted. A great many people in South 
Carolina, Georgia and Florida are in- 
terested in this matter, for it is not on 
the sea islands only that the long staple 
cotten is grown. It is produced in many 
counties in Georgia contiguous to the 
coast and even as far away from the 
sea as Brooks, Thomas and other coun- 
ties. 

Consequently the report recently sent 
to this government by Mr. Penfield, our 
consul at Cairo, Egypt, and published in 
full in The Constitution several days ago, 
is of decided interest to those who have 
been engaged in raising sea island cot- 
ton in the south. 

Consul Penfield says that the United 
States buy more and more long-fibred 
Egyptian cotton every year, and there 
is no foretelling to what extent the 
trade may grow in the future. Ten 
years ago the shipments to the United 
States were only 3,815 bales, while for 
the current year, beginning September 


50,000, valued at $3,750,000, will be sent 
to the United States. An Egyptian bale 
weighs 750 pounds, so that the predicted 
shipment will equal 75,000 American 
bales. In other words, American mills 
wil consume nearly 38,000,000 pounds 
less of southern long staple cotton than 
would have been the case if there had 
been no Egyptian competition. 

Our consul at Cairo presents the fol- 
lowing statistics to show the rapid in- 
crease of American consumption of 
Cgyptian cotton:

The consul goes on to say that this 
Egyptian cotton is an excellent substi- 
tute for sea island (which is the market 
name of the southern long staple) “and 
can be had at a price so low in compari- 
son that mill owners are venturing upon 
special manufactures hitherto controlled 
by British mills.” 

All this is not calculated to reassure 
the large number of planters, but it is 
a boon to the land of the Pharaohs. Con- 
sul Penfield says that everybody has an

whether pasha or fellah, sees a short cut 
to wealth by way of the cotton fields. 
This year the cotton crop of Egypt is 
bringing $60,000,000 of ready cash into 
a land that feeds itself and exports 
cereals enough to keep a million more. 
Meanwhile there seems to be a gloomy 
prospect ahead for those of our own 
planters who have been producing sea 
island, or long staple cotton.

An Old-Fashioned Merchant. 

The other day there was a big sensa- 
tion in New York business circles. 

It was not a failure of a defalcation; 
it was something far more surprising. 
The announcement was made that 
Michael Doyle, an old Grand street dry 
goods merchant, had paid his creditors 
in full, giving them 100 cents on the 
dollar, despite the fact that some years 
ago he had legally canceled all claims 
against him by a payment of 33 1-3 
cents on the dollar. 

The New York papers contain long edi- 
torials on the subject and their local 
columns are full of gossip about Mr. 
Doyle and his career. What makes“the 
affair all the more singular is the fact 
that the old merchant is not a very rich 
man. After settling with his creditors 
he has only a very modest sum left for 
the support of himself and his wife. 

Such instances of honesty are rare in 
this generation, but a writer in The New 
York Tribune claims that they would 
have excited no surprise fifty years ago. 
In the better days of the republic there 
was a high standard of honoramong our 
business men, and the average merchant 
was ambitious in that direction and anx- 
ious to be known as a man whose word 
was as good as his bond. In those days 
men frequently loaned their friends 
large sums of money without demanding 
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‘in Egypt that is sure to prove ruinous 
if some remedy be not proposed and 


1, 1895, a reasonable estimate is ,that | 
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Michael Doyle seems to be a survivor of 
those good old times, and it is to be 
hoped that his example will be studied 
and followed by some of the younger 
men who are now trying to become 
leaders in the business world. 


An Idle Threat. 

The Philadelphia Telegraph is bitterly 
opposed to granting statehood to New 
Mexico and Arizona, mainly upon the 
ground that it would give the free sifver 
men four more votes in the senate. 

The Telegraph goes on to say: 

A time will come, perhaps, when the peo- 
ple of the east will calmly set to work to 
make new commonwealths, and it may, per- 
haps, be unnecessary to go to Canada to 
find the material. It is proposed now that 
the “Greater New York” shall be organized 
into an independent and sovereign state 
of the union.” This proposition, it is worth 
while to remember, is not altogether new. 
Although the idea does not emanate from 
the wicked golébugs and the Wall streeters, 
it is likely that the scheme may soon com- 
mend itself to their good judgment. Polit- 
ical scientists have spoken of such a sub- 
division of territory for a long time, and 
they have more than once suggested that 
large cities should separate themselves from 
the agricultural parts of the state and es- 
tablish direct relations with the federal 
government. New York, Brooklyn and the 
surrounding cities have interests which are 
very much in common, while the represen- 
tatives of the farms and the small cities up 
the state can no better legislate for the 
“Greater New York” than can the ‘‘Greater 
New York’’ legislate for the people of the 
Adirondacks, Elmira or Syracuse. Diffi- 
culties of this kind would be avoided if 
city and country were separated. The 
neigniboring towns of New Jersey, which 
are virtually a part of New York city, could 
then be joined to the new state, and by this 
arrangement it would be one of the most 
populous and, of course, one of the wealth- 
iest commonwealths in the American union. 
The silver men had better think about this. 
The east is still very resourceful, even if 
there is less disposition hereabouts to par- 
ticipate in that movement which the far 
west calls progress. 

It is not likely that this threat will 
intimidate the friends of free céinage. 
When the goldbugs become so des- 


perate that they are willing to cut the’ 


oldest states of the union into fragments 
and transform cities into states they 
will find the common sense and common 
honesty of the country arrayed against 
them. , 

When territories are elevated to state- 
hood it is in pursuance of our old and 
established policy, and because those 
communities have convinced congress 
that they will be more useful factors in 
the union as states than they would be 
as territories. It is not probable that 
this can ever be said of our large cities. 
New York, Chicago and other municipal- 
ities wilt have to take their chances with 
the other subdivisions of their respective 
commonwealths. It is altogether op- 
posed to the American idea to turn a 
little piece of ground into a state sim- 
ply because a good deal of wealth is con- 
centrated there, with a.mass of brick and. 
granite buildings and two or three mil- 
lion people. 

The idea is preposterous, and what 
makes it worse is the suggestion that 
these cities should be made states in 
order to strengthen the faction in the 
senate which represents the money 
power of the country.

A Sensible Policy. 

The city of Brooklyn is just now going 
through the agitation of a periodic Sun- 
day closing movement. 

The preachers of several Protestant 
denominations are taking the lead in the 
crusade, but the Lutheran preachers 
decline to join it. They say that it is 
the duty of Christian citizens to obey 
the Sunday closing law so long as it 
stands on the statute books. But they 
view the manner in which it is some- 
times enforced with “deep loathing,’ and 
they believe that it “fosters hypocrisy 
and sham,” and they are convificed that 
it does not promote a true and God-pleas- 
ing sanctification of the day. They pro- 
test against the attempt of the other 
preachers to bring church coercion to 
bear upon the city authorities. They 
say further: 


We declare ourselves uncompromising op- 
ponents of a Sunday devoted to riotous liv- 
ing and unholy practices, and we will ever, 
by virtue of our office as rightly called 
ministers of Jesus Christ, and in conformi- 
ty with the spirit of the mother church of 
Protestantism, preach, protest and battle 
against such a day. We reiterate, however, 
that the only means of a general and ef- 
fective sanctification of the Christian Sun- 
day is not found in the making and enforce- 
ment of impotent laws, but only and alone 
through the renewal and santification of 
the heart of man by the preaching of the 
gospel of Jesus Christ. 


These preachers believe that the best 
way to sanctify the Christian Sunday is 
to renew and sanctify the heart of man 
by the preaching of the gospel of Christ. 

But a little law is a mighty good ad- 
junct to sanctification. 


Weyler’s Excessive Prudence. 

According to our advices from Ha- 
vana, General Weyler complains that he 
is hampered by the excessive prudence 
which he feels it necessary to exercise 
during the discussion of the belligerency 
resolutions in the United States con- 
gress. 

It is a great pity from a Spanish point 
of view. If our government paid no at- 
tention to Cuban affairs Weyler and his 
subordinates would be able to go ahead 
in their own way without fear of being 
called to account. The young American, 
Dygart, for instance, could be murdered, 
and the one or two surviving members 
of the Delgado family, naturalized 
Americans, could be assassinated. 

But the attitude of the friends of lib- 
erty in congress makes it difficult for 
the Spaniards in Cuba to suppress the 
revolution. If we are. going to protest 
every time when American citizens are 
murdered, and if our government insists 
that the warfare agaipst the Cubans 
shall be carried on in a civilized manner, 
General Weyler will have a hard road to 
travel. The excessive prudence in his 
policy which he complains of is a mis- 
leading phrase. What he means is sim- 
ply this: So long as our interference is 
dreaded the general is afraid to wink 
at the murder of American citizens, and 
he hesitates to authorize the slaughter 
of Cuban women and children. 

The interests of humanity, however, 
demand that General Weyler’s excessive 
prudence shall be continued. 

The people should be certain as to the 
financial views of members of the legis- 
lature.

But the 
Duse technique is not for all, and ‘it is a 
dangerous two-edged weapon in the hands 
of an amateur.” 


Ex-Governor John P. St. John, of Kansas, 
the prohibition leader, has formally joined 
the populist party.

Editor Woodall, who, by the way, has 
been regarded on the other side of the 
fence, but who has come out strongly for 
Judge Crisp, has this to say of some re- 
marks from a brother editor: 

“The democracy of Georgia will have, in- 
deed, fallen upon hard lines if it shall de- 
velop that democrats use abuse in the 
campaign for United States senator.

_ gmended Resolutions for Consolfda- 


tion Adopted by a Vote of 19 to 6. 
Full Details of the Session. 


The county democratic executive commit- 
tee met yesterday and passed resolutions 
erdering June 6th as the day for the pri- 
mary, at which time all candidates for 
county offices, six delegates and six alter- 
nates to the = state convel@@n 
and three members of the legislature 
shall be named, and the people of Fultvuna 
county shall be allowed to express their 
ehaice for United States senator. 

From start to finish the session was Iive- 

ly and every point was warmly contested, 
but there was a spirit of good-natured ri- 
yalry in spite of political differences that 
made the meeting one of the most notable 
held in this ccunty for some years. 
- It was a noticeable fact that only one or 
two members of the committee from the 
county districts were absent. Those from 
the country arrived early and were on the 
scene chatting away about the prospective 
action of the committee long before it was 
called to order. 

There was a vigorous fight made against 
the consolidation of primaries. Every inch 
ef ground was contested. Colonel W. Cc. 
Glenn, in an eloquent and forceful man- 
ner, championed his resolutions fixing Oc- 
tober 7th as the day for the senatorial pri- 
mary. 

Mr. B. M. Blackburn opposed him at 
every step, and argived in favor of the 


consolidation of the senatorial primary 


with the other. 

Mr. W. H Rroethertcn offered resolutions 
naming June 6th as the day for county 
peimaries. This was afterwards amended 
by a resolution presented by Mr. Clark 
Hewell ordering that at the same bailot 
the democratic voters be allowed to ex- 
press their choice for United States sena- 
tor. 

The amended resoluticn was adopted by 
a vote of 19 to 6. 

Contrary to expectations, not a word was 
said during the session questioning the 
authority of the committee to act, its rignt 
te do so being so-<lear as to be uranimous- 
ly conceded. An interesting featurs of the 
day was the refusal of Mr. T. J. Day to 
abide by instructions sent by Mr. Samson 
A. Morris, whom he represented by proxy. 

The chairman of the committee had re- 
cetved the following telegram, datcd ‘‘Cen- 
tral, S. C.,” at which place Mr. Morris 
had stopped on his way to Philadelphia: 

“This will authorize you to instruct Mr. 
Day to cast my vote for but one primary 
and that the people should have the right 
to express by ballot their choice for sena- 
tor. SAMSON A. MORRIS.” 

It was claimed by Mr. Day that Mr. 
Morris had left his proxy with him with- 
out instructing him how to cast his ballot 
and he, therefore, refused to vote for con- 
solidation of county and senatorial prima- 
. In every way the battle was hard fought 
and those who opposed the consolidation 
of primaries made a very vigorous fight. 
The details of the session are given be- 


low: 

. Called at Noon. 

.The basement of the courthouse was 
crowded when just as the big clock above 
struck 12, Captain E. P. Howell, chair- 
man of the county executive committee, 
called the session to order. 

Among those who came to witness the 

£8 were a number of political as- 
Pirants for county offices who wished to 
know just what time would be given them 
to get in the field. Other well-known pol- 
iticlans and people generally were scat- 
tered about the big benches. 

When the meeting was called Captain 
‘Howell stated that Mr. C. E. Moring, the 
former secretary had been absent from 
the county for about a year. 

“I move,” said Mr. G. A. Cabaniss, “that 
Mr. C. M. Neel be elected secretary.” 

This was done and Secretary Neel took 
his seat by the chairman. 

Chairman Howell then stated the object 
of the call. 

“Pursuant to the notification,” he said, 
“of the state executive committee I have 
called you together to name the best meth- 
Od of selecting delegates to the state con- 
vention and the best method to hold the 
Primaries for county officers, and to attend 
to such other business as you may deem 
Wise. Just two years ago, in 18%, we 
had here one of the largest mass meetings 
ever held in Atlanta. It was held on the

Against Consolidating All. 

When the reading of Mr. Biackburn’s 
resolution was finished Colonel W. C. Glenn 
offered the following: 

“Whereas, We believe that it is desirable 
to have an expression from the people as 
to their preference for United States sena- 
tor; and 
“Whereas, We believe that this prefer- 
ence should be expressed after a full op- 
portunity to have heard a discussion of the 
issues involved, and to have passed upon 
the claims of the candidates; and 

“Whereas, It is not necessary for the 
people to make any such expression prior 
to the election of members of the general 
assembly who. are to vote upon it; and 

“Whereas, Prior to that time the nation- 
al democracy in convention assembled, will 
have made a deliverance on the issues in- 


volved; and 
“Whereas, On the 7th day of October, 


1896, at the state election, the best op- 
portunity for such expression will be given;

‘Whereas, Proper arrangements can be

Mr. Brotherton’s Resolutions. 


Mr. Glenn stated that he desired to offer 
his resolutions as a substitute t6 those of 
Mr. Blackburn. Mr. W. H. Brotherton al- 
so came forward with a set of resolutions 
which seemed to meet the approval of 
nearly all in the hall when read, except in 
the last paragraph, which fixed the sena- 
torial primary for October. 

These were the resolutions finally adopted 
by the committee except the paragraph 
referring to the senatorial primary, which 
was withdrawn by Mr. Brotherton, and 
afterwards substituted by an amendment 
offered by .Mr. Clark Howell fixing the 
senatorial primary along with all the oth- 
ers, on June 6th.

To Force the Issue. 

It was the purpose of those opposed to 
consolidation of primaries to force the vote 
on the question of voting for United States 
senator first. For this reason Mr. Glenn in- 
sisted that his resolution was a substitute 
and should be put first. 

“The resolution that I offer,” said Mr. 
Glenn, “is calling for a primary for the 
United States senator. I believe that this is 
the first thing to be settled. Let us get rid 
of this and then take what action we deem 
best with regard to the county affairs. We 
should separate this question.as to who 
shall be senator from local issues. The two 
should be distinct and wide apart. I want 
to call the attention of this committee to 
the fact that the state executive committee 
recommended that only legislative candi- 
dates and delegates to the state convention 
should be voted for on June 6th.” 

The resolution of the state executive com- 
mittee touching this point was read. 


His Reasons Stated. 


Mr. Glenn then left the question of the 
instruction of the state committee and went 
on to give his reasons for not holding the 
early primary. 

“The paramount question,”’ he said, ‘ts at 
what time this primary shall be held. I am 
in favor of letting the people speak out on 
the senatorial question. I think that that 
is the proper course, but I believe that it 
would be best to wait until the principles of 
the party are outlined at the national con- 
vention. I believe that these candidates 
who are to run for the office of senator 
should be given an opportunity to be heard. 
What better time could they have than 
October 7th—that is the day of our regular 
election and upon that occasion the people 
could say whom they wished for senator.” 

“No Snap Judgment.” 

Judge R. L. Dodgers had a word to say. 

“TIT am in favor,’’ he said, ‘‘of October 7th. 
I don’t want any snap judgment. I don’t 
believe that we should have early county 
primaries. I believe in giving the people a 
fair show.’”’ 

Judge Rodgers stated that he was in favor 
of waiting, because it was inconvenient for 
the farmers to get off in June. Later in the 
season they could have their picnics and 
barbecues and hear from these candidates 
for senator. Judge Rodgers spoke for some 
time in favor ot delaying action. 


Now the Real Issue. 

While this discussion was going on Mr. 
Clark Howell, seated at a table nearby, 
was busy getting in shape a resolution, or 
rather an amendment, which finally called 
out the vote of the committee on the rea] 
issue. 

Following is the full text of the amend- 
ment brought before the committee by Mr. 
Howell: 

“Resolved, That in the primary of June 
6th, and at the same baliot, the democratic 
voters of Fulton county shall express their 
choice for United States senator to be 
elected by the next general assembly.” 

This was presented by Mr. Howell as an 
amendment to the resolution of Mr. W. 
C. Glenn. 

Interesting Complications, 

The condition of affairs was gTowing in- 
teresting. The vote was about to be made. 
Mr. Dodge was called to the chair and Cap- 
tain Evan Howell took the floor. Mr. Black- 
burn was speaking. He presented a strong 


argument in favor of having the primary 


for senator on June 6th. “Of course,” he 
said, ‘‘all members of the legislature elect- 
ed will abide the wishes of the people. Then 
why delay. This delay menaces the party. 
It may mean disruption. If we hold this 
primary, as suggested, in October, we make 
possible a fusion of the populists and re- 
publicans. Who can tell but what we will 
have a populist senator under such condi- 
tions? We shall not complicate matters by 
having so many primaries. 

“TI believe, in electing a democratic sena- 


tor from a demdécratic state, that we should | 


have a full democratic vote.” 

Mr. Glenn: “Don’t you think that my 
resolution is the same thing, Mr. Biack- 
burn, and declares that the democrats only 
shall vote?’ 

The speaker responded in a high key: 
“No, sir, I do not think so. How could 
you tefl who was « democrat and whe was 
a republican on that day. Here are the 
ballot boxes; a republican comes up and 
states that he is a democrat. Who is there 
to challenge him? I say that the expression 
of the the expression of the dem- 
on June 6th. That is 
the only proper time.” 

“Wo Axes To Grind.” 


Captain E. P. Howell, who had vacated | 


the chair, spoke upon the adoption of the 
amendment. 

“My brother Glenn is wrong,” he said. 
“He has tried to place the cart before the 
horse. I hold that the expression of the 
people should be made upon that day sug- 
gested by the state executive committee. 
Are we not just as competent to vote for 
senator on that day as we are to select del- 
egates to the state convention. My friends, 
I do not believe that we should have any 
private axes to grind here. This is a ques- 
tion of too vital importance. The problem 
before us is serious in the extreme. Put 
this election on October 7th, on the day of 
the regular election, and your ballot boxes 
for United States senator will be stuffed 
with other than democratic votes. Can’t 
you see that any one can come in and say 
that he is a democrat. I want democrats 
to speak out in this matter, and only dem- 
ocrats. I don’t want a lot of republicans 
telling me who the next senator from the 
state shall be. 

"I refer you to the deplorable condition of 
affairs in Kentucky. There three men stood 
in the way and, blocked the wishes of the 
people. We want all the strength that we 
can muster. It has been stated that the 
republicans will put out an officer for every 
democratic nominee. Now is the time to 
consolidate our strength to mass our forces 
and June 6th is the time for the prima- 
ries. 

“Mr. Glenn has got the cart before the 
horse. A man cannot be fit for United 
States senator one day and not so six 
months hence. This is a matter of very 
grave importance and we should be very 
careful how we consider it.” ; 


“Atlanta Not Georgia.” 

Colonel Glenn, in reply, stated it was 
not compulsory to hold primaries except for 
delegates to the state convention on that 
day—June 6th. He referred to the fact that 
it was merely a rec endation of the 
state executive committee and said 
that it was never tried before 
until that time when Atlanta was declared 
not to be in the state of Georgia. Refer- 
ring to the sclection of Macon as the 
place for the state convention, he said 
that Atlanta was now extra-territorial, 

A Pointed Interview. 

While Mr. Gl2nn was at the height of an 
Vynpassioned argument Mr. Clark Howell) 
suddenly arose and asked the privilege of 
putting a question. 

Turning to Mr. Glenn, he asked: -“‘Do 
you believe in the single gold standard?” 

Mr. Glenn—I do. 

Mr. Howell—And you believe that by 
postponing the senatorial primary to Octo- 
ber 7th that side will gain some advantage, 
do you not? : 

Mr. Glenn—To answer you frankly, yes. 
I see that this issue has been squarely 
brought—this issue of gold and silver. I 
am in favor of gold. I am in favor of the 
honest dollar. I do not believe in your 
curse of fre2 silver—parity of the metals— 
16 to l1—or whatever you call it. It is a blot 
on the country and will do us more harm 
than Shermen’s army did. 

Mr. Howell—On the other hand, nothing 
has ever been a greater curse to the coun- 
try, nothing has ever so blighted the hopes 
of the people, nothing has ever Caused 
greater suffering in this land of ours than 
the gold and currency contraction monop- 
oly which has been at the head of this 
country fcr the last three years, and the 
devastation of which is a hundred fold 
more than was wrought by Sherman's 
march to the sea. 

This outburst was greeted with a round 
of hearty applause. 


“But Iet us get back to the question,”’ 


continued Mr. Glenn, who was likewise 
applauded by the gold standard men. 

“T claim that you are trying to fuse na- 
tional and local issues. How degenerate 
we people of the south must be if we can- 
not vote more than one time at one elec- 
tion. (Laughter.) I have no interest in 
this affair except the desire of the people. 
This is a great question. I believe that 
every candidate fer senator should have 
a fair hearing and a fair show. Let the 
candidates have time to present their views 
to the people. This I think is the best 
method.’’ 

Judgs Rodgers spoke again and statea 
other reasons why he believed that the vote 
should be taken on October 7th. It was his 
opinion that more discord Would be caused 
if the nominations were made in June. 
It would give the republicans time to get 
out their candidates. 


Mr. Rosser’s Point. 


Here Mr. Rosser raised the point that 
it was not the prerogative of the present 
committee whose term would expire on 
June $th to take actfon on a matter which 
would infringe on the rights of the future 
committee. He said ihe committee had no 
right to name October 7th as the day. It 
belonged to the other committee to #mpok 
out for what was to follow after the termi- 
nation of the life of this committee. 


When the Vote Was Called. 


Mr. Howell’s amendment was then put 
to a vote before the committee. The yeas 
and nays were called. 

It went through by a vote of 16 to 15, 
Mr. Dodge voting ‘“‘no” when his name 
was first called, but changing to “yes’’ on 
the statement that he voted under a mis- 
apprehensfon. Afterwards several who had 
not anderstood the question asked permis- 
sion to change their votes. Mr. W. C. 
Mattox then stated that he had voted “‘no’’ 
under a misapprehension. This made the 
vote for the amendment 17 to 14. 

No vote was taken on the resolution of 
Mr. Glenn, as it was held when put to a 
vote of the committee that Mr. Glenn’s 
substitute was killed when the amendment 
presented by Mr. Howell was adcpted. 

The origina] resolution of Mr. Brotherton 
with Mr. Howell’s amendment was adopted 
by a vote of 19 to 6. 

Mr. Brotherton moved that, in accord- 
ance with his resolutions, a committee of 
five be appointed to name the managers 
and clerks to take charge of the election. 

It was 2:30 o’clock when the committee 
adjourned.

Georgia Prohibitionists Will Not Meet 
Here Next Week. 


| LOCAL LEADERS DECIDE IT 


They Defer the Meeting Until a Date 
To Be Fixed by President Pringle. 
Why It Was Done. 


The big state rally of prohibitionists call- 
ed for March 2th, and which was purposed 
to bring together a great army of prohi- 
bition workers and continue three or four 
days, has been called off. 

At a meeting of leading Atlanta prohibi- 
tionists yesterday afternoon this step was 
Gecided on. The exact reasons were not 
mfade public, but it is supposed that the 
fact that the rally of the prohibitionists 
would in a way interrupt Sam Jones’s 
meetings caused the decision. The leaders 
in the movement gave it out that the rally 
had merely been postponed and would be 
held at a later date, to be decided upon 
by President Charles R. Pringle, of the 
Georgia Phohibition Association. 

The rally had begun to assume rather 
large proportions. Those planning it stated 
that speeches would be made by Sam 
Jones, Rev. J. B. Gambrell, president of 
Mercer university, and Rev. J. G. Gib- 
son. From the plans given out it was evi- 
dent that those in charge of the move- 
ment expected much of it. It has been 
the talk among local prohibitionists as well 
as prohibitionists throughout the state 
for some time. 

The call issued by President Charles R. 
Pringle was as follows: 

“The people of the state of Georgia, 
irrespective of their religious or political 
faith are invited to come together in a 
nfass meeting on Wednesday, March 25th, 
at 8 o’clock, p. m., at the Moody tabernacle 
in Atlanta. 

“The meeting will continue for two days 
and will be addressed by Rev. Sam Jones, 
Dr. J. B. Gambrell and Dr. J. G. Gibson; 
the time intervening between the speeches 
will be occupied by short speeches, resolu- 
tions and discussing ways and means for 
pushing the work. 

“No credentials are required and every- 
body interested is earnestly invited. No 
more important meeting has been or will 
be held this year and it is hoped that ‘lay- 
ing aside all other business,’ the friends 
of the work will come. By order of the 
executive committee, 

“C. R. PRINGLE, President.” 


Yesterday afternoon the local leaders in 
charge of the movement, prominent among 
them: being Mr. A. A. DeLoach, Dr. 
Christian, Mr. Sibley and Dr. Cofer, met 
and the situation in all its phases was 
gone over and after a thorough discussion 
of the matter the gentlemen decided to 
postpone the meeting. Whether this step 
was taken with the consent of Mr. Prin- 
gle or not is not known.

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Five Months Ago March Cotton Sold at 
9.60 in New York. 


CONTINUOUS DECLINE TO 7.20 


After a Long, Steady Decline an Up- 
ward Movement Inevitable. 


HALF THE LOSS SHOULD BE RECOVERED 


That Would Carry Us Back to 8 1-4 to 
8 1-2c Before the Season Is Over. 
Stocks Depressed. 


New York, March 18.—Referring to the re- 
cent activity and strong advance in cotton, 
Mr. John Inman today expressed his views 
as follows: On October 16th, just five 
gonths ago, March cotton sold in this 


market at 9.50. From that time there has | 


been practically a continuous decline until 
"March 5th, when contracts sold at 7.20, a 
decline of 2%c. My estimate of the crop 
is the same today as it was five months 


ago, when cotton sold at 9.50—that Is, 6,900,- 


000 Dales. 

The above decline brought our market 
much below European parity and led to 
large purchases of contracts in New York 
against sales to Europe. 

My experience is, that after a steady de- 
cline of so long a time an upward move- 
ment is inevitable, a movement which will 
most likely recover half of the 2c. decline, 
and therefore carry us back to 814 @8tec. 
before the cotion season is over. With the 
rapidly declining stocks, and the fact that 
ft is five and a half months before new 
cotton, it occurs to me that the persistent 
sellers short of August may get into a 
very uncomfortable position before the sea- 
gon is over. Unless prices advance mate- 
Thally I do not see how New York can 
avoid having a very small stock by August, 
Ist, say not over 50,000 bales. 
America is very bad, perhaps worse than 
at any time for thirty years, but egainst 
this, trade in Europe is g00d and Liverpool 
and the continent will take a large amount 
of cotton at the cheapest price they can get 
i, Sut will, in my judgment, pay 84@8%%c., 
if necessary. Almost every crossroad fol-

Lots of people are mixed and don’t know 
what to think of the advance. Some say 
now they don’t believe Inman has anything 
to do with leading the bull movement.

She would not pay another penny, so her 
nephew went-to 'aw. He won his case, 
too; for, although the opposing ccunsel, 
while admitting the agreement, declared it 
could not be enforced as contrary to pub- 
lic morality, the learned judge thought 
otherwise. A promise to abstain whcelly 
from marriage, he said, neither could nor 
should be enforced, but this was ‘'o re- 
frain only from marriage with a particu- 
lar person, hence, the plaintiff was entitled 
to recover his whole claim with cosis “in 
consideration of having resigned his natur- 
al freedom of marriage.” 


Mrs. Cleveland on Public Life. 

Mrs. Clev2land has been interviewed as to 
ber views on woman’s part in public life: 

“My duty as the wife of a public official 
is to perform the part he assigns me, that 
of greeting and entertaining his frieids, 
courteously and cordially, regardless of po- 
litical or other oifferenes,’’ she Says. 

Mrs. Cleveland does not believe in osten- 
tation, and never lends herself to anything 
of the kind. Indeed, it has been charged 
against her that she was not sufficiently 
particular in her dress‘at all times for one 
in her position. She has but one iuea after 
her children, and that is devotion to her 
husband, writes a Washington, Corréspond- 
ent. Indeed, Mrs. Cleveland’s domestic side 
ought to be a revelation to those mothers 
who with far less wealth and fewer chil- 
dren, leave their homes and husbands, as 
well as their helpless little ones, to the 
mercy of hired servants, to give themselves 
wholly ovr to the giddy round of society. 
Mrs. Cleveland is exacting in her demands 
on the servants to: whom she entrusis her 
ehildren, and she-looks after their welfare 
personally, as well as that of the children, 
for she knows that eternal vigilance is the 
price she must pay for the proper influence 
and instruction of her little ones. 

Mrs Cleveland does not deem it necessary 
for a woman in official life to take any hand 
in shaping the political policy of the coun- 
try. She believes that the men are quite 
competent to do that, and further than sec- 
o2nding her husband in what he does, and in 
‘entertaining his personal and political 
friends, she has always declined to ‘“‘mix’’ 
in politics. She asserts that a mother who 
rears her children properly, and makes guoud 
citizens of them, is accomplishing a great 
deal for the country, and she does not think 
that any social or official function snould 
interfere with her duty to her children. 
Ghe knows that the public would not cen- 
sure her if she decided that the “‘mother’’ 
came before the wife. Being the wife of a 
hig offit®#l does not make it imperative 
that she should at all times take an inter- 
est in things that pertain to him and to his 
office. —

I 10 RAILROAD MEN 


Sam Jones Held a Rousing Shop Meet- 
ing Yesterday. 


MANY HEARD HIM SPEAK 


—e at the Tabernacle 
Night Despite the Fail- 
ing Rain. 


The rain poured last night, but the tor- 
rents did not keep the crowd away. There 
were at least 3,000 out to hear Sam Jones. 
He preached one of his most earnest ser- 
mons, and did not indulge in the least 
humor. At the conclusion of the sermon 
there was a deep religious air on the vcon- 
gregation, and many went forward for 
prayer. The scene of hundreds going for- 
ward and asking for prayer was deeply 
impressive. 

Rev. George Stuart preached on “Home 
Life” at the tabernacle in the afternoon. 
His theme was ‘Train up a child in the 
way he should go, and when he is old he 
will not depart from it.” 

He said: “Here is a definite declaration 
that, puts the whole matter of the destiny 
of a child in the hands of the parent and 
gives a definite promise to those who are 
faithful. True some good people have 
bad children, but there is always seme 
weakness of character in them which, if 
known, was the cause. At some point 
the training was not perfect. A sensible 
dog owner refused me the use of his dog 
because he was not yet perfectly trained. 
I might let him run a hare and spoil him. 
A cow will die or see where her young 
calf goes, but human parents are often ig- 
norant of their children’s whereabouts. The 
curse of our country is that parents allow 
their children to run at large like wild- 
cats. 

“Children cannot be trained without 
family and private prayer with them, and 
being caimed, not sent to Sabbath school. 
They cannot be fooled. If we do not take 
stock in a thing, they know we do not be- 
lieve in it. 

“To train children religiously you must 
pray with them. Did you ever pray with 
yours? I believe we can, by prayer and 
care, put our hands on the little children 
and bring them to Christ. They will shape 
themselves by the characters of their pa- 
rents 
“A man went out swimming and was fvcl- 
lowed by his little boys. Finding he had 
gone too far, he indeavored to warn them 
back, but they became excited and were 
drowned. Like him, parents make mistakes 
by going too far in worldliness. 

“I believe a Christian home will brig 
the children to heaven. An old man kilelt 
and prayed in a certain place in the family 
circle until his breath made a yellow place 
on the wall. After his death his childrcn, 
gathering back to the cld homestead, saw 
the place, and brought to mind the life 
and prayers of their father, and thovgh 
they had strayed away in sin, they were 
brought back by the sight. I don’t waut 
dancers. I. do not send my children. to 
dancing schools. I do not want card players 
of my children, so I do not have card play- 
ing in my home. I want Christians and I 
have a Christian home. My little boys 
kneel with me and I hear them pray to God 
to help me preach and to be good.” 

At the Roundhouse. 

Railroad superinte:idents, conductors, en- 
gineers, brakesmen, car greasers, switch- 
men, boiler makers, all turned out te hear 
Sam Jones at the round house yesterday 
afternoon. It was a sight to see the sturdy 
fellows, some of them in their shirt sleeves, 
greased and smoked, sitting spell bound 
under the pathcs and eloquence of the fa- 
mous preacher. 

The “railroad’’ song was sung by Mr. 
Tillman and his choir, and was joined in 
by the railroad men and produced great 
effect. 

Just before Sam Jones arose to begin, 
Colonel W. M. Bray stepped forward and 
said: 

“Mr. Jones, I have heen requested by 
Mr. Lamar Collier, a representative man | 
and a substantial citizen of Atlanta, to 
perform a service for the operatives of 
the Western and Atlantic railroad. I am 
here in obedience to this request, as I never 
fail to perform a duty when I can. I am 
commissioned, through him, and in benalf 
of these railroad men, to present you a 
testimonial of their appreciation of 
your advocacy of their right. 
This testimonial is not most 
testimonials, of little worth, but is of price- 
less value, I present you, in their name, a 
book that is the book of books, and I be- 
lieve that its principles will be always pre- 
sented intelligently and fearlessly by the 
recipient. Please accept this testimonial of 
regard from the men of the Western and 
Atlantic railroad.”’ :

When the devil was wallowing 
Sam Jones in the mire in Cartersville, 
until he was digging ore at 75 cents a day, 
and driving a dray and cursing and fight- 
ing the boys, then he was getting the 
dregs of the devil’s cup. But now I am 
drinking of God’s cup, and know that re- 
ligion is a divine verity in my soul. All’s 
well that ends well. If God’s bitter cup 
ends in joy, all right.” 

The sermon was one of the most beauti- 
ful and touching Mr. Jones has preached, 
and the crowd of a thousand men were 
moved profoundly. They came up in their 
every-day working clothes, leaping over 
the benches as they came, and with tears 
streaming down their faces, and gave 
Mr. Jones their hands and said, ‘‘Pray for 
us.’’ The scene was one seldom witnessed 
in this city. 


BIG FLOOD POSSIBLE. 


BIG WATER MAIN BEYOND THE 
RESERVOIR DANGEROUS. 


Superintendent Woodward, of the Wa- 
terworks, Calls Attention to 
the Matter. 


The water board held an extended and 
interesting session at the city hall yester- 
day morning. Several matters of impor- 
tance to the warterworks department were 
acted on at the meeting. 

The board passed up several thousand 
feet of water pipe work to be done in the 
near future. The monthly report of the 
superintendent was received and acted on, 
and a number of routine matters discussed 
and disposed of. 

Superintendent. Woodward submitted ¢&8 
full report of the work of the department, 
covering the period since the submission of 
his last report. He called attention to a 
number of matters, the most important of 
which is the condition of the big main con- 
necting the reservoir with the pumping 
station at the river. He is of the opinion 
that at one place in the main it is possible 
that a break might occur at any time. 
Should the pipe break about 7,500,000 gallons 
of water stored in the reservoir would es- 
cape with tremendous velocity and do great 
damage to the surrounding country, giving 
property owners along the course of the 
flood grounds for damages against the 
city. To protect the pipe and the country 
the superintendent recommends that a 
check valve be placed at the reservoir ena 
of the river pipe line, which would stop the 
flow of water if a break should occur. 

New Main Being Laid. 

Superintendent Woodward reported that 
the work of putting down the big main 
from pumping station No. 2 to North ave- 
nue had progressed well recently. The pipe 
has been laid from Curran street to Ma- 
rietta street since the last report, making 
a total of 4,696 feet of the line already 
down, There remains to be laid to com- 
plete the line to North Avenue 2,800 feet un 
Marietta street. That part of the line al- 
ready laid has been tested and found in 
splendid condition, 

The work of taking up the pipe used 
during the exposition to supply the grounds 
with water has been completed. The city 
purchased the pipe from the exposition 
company. 

Mr. Joyner’s Job. 

Mr. Woodward reported that he has ap- 
pointed Mr. W. H. Joyner to the office of 
meter inspector and assistant clerk in the 
waterworks office, as authorized by the 
board at its last meeting. Hie recommended 
that a house be built at the pumping sta- 
tion for the accommodation of the secogd 
assistant engineer and his family. 

The board directed that water pipe lines 
be put down on the following streets: An 
extension from Lee street, West End, along 
Bell street to Railroad avenue, a distance 
of 1,500 feet; a line along Georgia avenue to 
Milledge avenue and along Woodward ave- 
nue to Bryan street, about 1,200 feet.in all.

The Chief Says the Police Must Not 
Beat, Curse or Abuse Prisoners 
To Extort Confessions.

Chief of Police Connolly stated last night 
that he is making an investigation of the 
sensational charges against ex-Detectives 
Conn and Mehaffey, and that he would take 
action in the case today, perhaps. He said 
that if the facts justified a suspension of 
the officers that would be Gone. 

The ex-detectives are under indictment 
for assaulting Richard Williams in the de- 
tectives’ office at the police station. The 
alleged assault was made between January 
9th and 13th, last, and the officers were in- 
dicted by the county grand jury on March 
3d. The sensatienal facts in the case were 
known only to a few persons until recount. 
ed in The Constitution Tuesday. 

The negro charged that he was cruelly 
beaten and maltreated by the officers be- 
cause he déclined to make a confession te 
them that he had stolen a lot of hams. 

Chief Connolly said last night that the 
police department could not afford to have 
such charges made against it. He said that 
he was making a full investigation and that 
the proper action would be taken. 

“TIT heard nothing of the charges until I 
read The Constitution Tuesday,” said Chief 
Connolly. ‘‘We cannot allow such a grave 
matter to pass unnoticed, and if there is 
any truth in the charge of the negro, the 
proper action will be taken. The police de- 
partment cannot afford to have it charged 
that its members beat and mistreat pris- 
oners for the purpose oi extorting confes- 
sions and such a thing will not be permit- 
ted. I have given my men special instruc- 
tions to treat prisoners with humanity, and 
they must not curse, abuse or beat persons 
under arrest.”

Seldom has a case been carried through 
with such dispatch. If the trial proceeds 
this morning it will be the first time on 
record that a case of such magnitude has 
been brought to a climax within so short 
a period. This does not include the time 
that has transfered since the matter Was 
taken up in the grand jury room. 

The reason of this dispatch is explaned 
by the fact that a large number of im- 
portant witnesses have come to Atlanta for 
the purpose of testifying in the case, and 
by letting the trial follow immediately upon 
the action of the grand jury double ex-

feiters had pitched their camps in Atlanta 
for the purpose of entrapping Visitors to 
the exposition. The arrest of two alleged 
counterfeiters, Ford and Senter by name, 
gave authority for these rumors and cre- 
ated something of a sensation. It was 
during this commotion that Dice skipped 
for the west, leaving Atlanta secretly by 
the light of the moon. Within a few days 
aman by the name of John E. Keener 
was arrested on the charge of counterfeit- 
ing. The testimony before Commissioner 
Broyles disclosed the fact that Dice had 
left in Keener’s possession a package of 
money amounting to $15,000 in bogus silver 
certificates. Instructions were also given 
in a letter as to how the package should 
be sent to lis address, a fictitious name 
being given. According to instructions the 
money was sent to Kansas City, Mo. The 
letter, however, fell into the hands of the 
detectives and brought about the arrest of 
the two men. Keener was given a prelim- 
inary trial before Commissioner Broyles 
and in default of bond was committed to 
Fulton county jail. 

A true bill against Keener was returned 
by the grand jury yesterday afternoon and 
his trial will take place at this term of the 
court. 

The trial of Dice this morning wil] at- 
tract a large multitude to the courtroom. 


CHIEF HAZEN TALKS. 


HEAD OF THE SECRET SERVICE 
DEPARTMENT IN TOWN. 


Think They Have a Big Case—The De- 
partment Is Busy Heading Up 
Gangs of Counterfeiters. 


More mystery and curiosity surround the 
government’s secret service department 
than any other branch. The head of this 
department, Chief William P. Hazen, is 
in Atlanta to attend the trial of Dice, who 
was indicted yesterday for counterfeiting. 
Chief Hazen does not get out of his office 
at Washington except on important casés. 
He considers this Dice case one of the 
most important he has had. So far as the 
secret service men know, Dice has no past 
like Brockway or Charley Hill or other 
noted forgers of currency or securities of 
value. Still they considered the Dice gang 
a dangerous one. 

“We have not cared to talk about this 
case in advance of the trial,”’ said Chief 
Hazen yesterday. “If the prisoner chose 
to give his side of the matter, all right. 
We had no objection, but we have the 
evidence to put up which will certainly 
make out a clear case.’’ 

The chief had the identical grip contain- 
ing $10,000 in spurious money which Dice 
left in Atlanta to be shipped. The detec- 
tives must have been watching Dice close- 
ly, because they knew the contents of 
the box which Keener was to ship away 
from Atlanta. 

‘No, sir, he never would have gone 
through to Chicago safely, had he at- 
tempted to carry along the grip which 
contained the bad money,’ said Chief 
Hazen. 

Evidently a number of these secret ser- 
vice men are unknown to each other. 
There are twenty-five departments in all. 
The Atlanta division runs up to the Poto- 
mac and south to Alabama’s western line. 

Chief Hazen does not tell how many men 
he has. He brought here for this trial 
some expensive witnesses. Three or four 
ef the western men are here now. 

“The work of my department,” said the 


Brockway gang was large, and ‘(so was the 
Driggs gang at Dayton, Q. The foreigners 
who try counterfeiting «are the hardest to 
catch, a8 a rule, ‘but we pick up some of 
them all the time.’’ 

Every country has its own secret about 
its money. In England the bank notes 
have very little engraving on them. The 
bank depends on the water lines in the 
note, “We depend on the fine engraving 
in abundance. France has her secret in 
fegard to the tints of the paper which are 
printed into money. We protect foreign 
countries against the counterfeiting of 
their notes as much as possible, and they 
keep a watch out for us on. their side. 
The countries havé to do-this ‘to protect 
themselves. An expert would come here 
to férge foreign paper currency if he 
knew there was no law against it in this 
country. Occassionally we pick up a man 
engaged in engraving foreign money.”’ 

Chief Hazen went from Cincinnati to 
Washington as a private officer, and was 
promoted from the ranks by Mr. Cartisle. 
He is a popular official.

A Street -Car Passenger Says He Was 
Falsely Arrested. 


HE NOW SUES FOR DAMAGES 


Consent Verdicts Were Taken Yester- 
day in the Case of Thompson 
Against the City. 


An itntercsting case was taken up in the 
second diviston of the city court yesterday 
morning, and when the hour of adjourn- 
ment arrived the case had not been con- 
cluded, and will be taken up again this 
mcrning 

The case is that which C. F. Key has 
brought against the ConsoWdated, in which 
he alleges he was arrested by a conductor 
and sent to the police station by a police- 
man. Key stated that he lived beyond Col- 
lins’s brickyard on Marietta street and in 
order to reach his home, which was beyond 
the point where regular cars stopped, he 
had been in the habit of taking a transfer 
car at the end of the line, which carried 
him to his home, about a mile distant. 

The petition showed that Key boarded 
a transfer car on October 7, 1894, which 
was Sunday, and started into the city. As 
the transfer car is only intended to enable 
passengers to reach the regular cars, there 
is ne conductor on the car and no fare is 
collected until the passenger reaches the 
through car, when he pays 5 cents for his 
ride into the center of the city. Key said 
that when he had reached the point at 
which the through cars stop he was busily 
engaged talking to a lady and allowed the 
through car to leave without him. 

It is charged that the motcrman of the 
transfer car then demanded fare of Key, 
which was at first refused, as Key said he 
told him he was going to take the next 
ear into the city and would then pay his 
fare. Key claims that he also promised 
the motorman of the transfer car that he 
would pay him provided he would explain 
to the conductor of the through car that 
the fare had been paid. This Key said the 
motorman refused to do, 

When the next car into the city arrived, 
Key says he boarded it, but was pointed 
out to the conductor as the man who had 
refused to pay his fare. Key said he paid 
his fare to the conductor of the through 
car and was about to get off of the car, 
when he was told by the conductor that 
he could not leave the car, as he was going 
to be arrested when the city was reached. 
Key claims he jumped off the car anyhow, 
as he did not think that he had committed 
any offense, but that the conductor also 
got off the car, and catching hold of him, 
compelled him to get on the car, and when 
the first policeman was seen the conductor 
handed Key over to him and told him to 
carry the passenger to the station house. 

Key also ‘irects his suit in a degree 
against thaw nductor and policeman. The 
plaintiff aliewes that he begged the police- 
man to release him on a copy of charges, 
but his pleadings had but little effect. He 
then states that he offered the policeman 
a gold watch to secure his appearance, but 
this was also refused and he was later on 
carried down tothe station house and made 
fe leave money in order to secure his re- 
ease. 

The petitioner claims that he was greatly 

sed upon and was treated to many 
indignities while a passenger on the car. 
He states that when the case was reached 
in ths court of the city recorder there was 
present no prosecutor, and he was dis- 
charged. For his arrest and humiliation 
before the passengers in the car at the 
time he says he was damaged in the sum 
of $1500. Key is represented by Attorney 
R. J. Jordan.

Marriage of Slaves in Ante-Bellam Days 
Discussed in Court. 


A LEGAL QUESTION ARISES 


An Interesting Civil Litigation Re 
calls the Marriage Ceremonies 
Used by Negro Slaves. 


A uniqus case, involving the legitimacy 
of the children of slaves born prior to and 
during the war, is now pending in the civil 
branch of the superior court. 

The case is also very interesting, as it 
involves the legal question arising from 
the statute of the legislature of recent 
years with regard to making legitimate 
and putting into position to inherit proper- 
ty slaves who were born before the war 
and out of a state of wedlock. This is 
probably the first case of its kind which 
has been tried in a superior court since 


the ante-bellum days. 

Alonzo Herndon, as executor of Mary 
Anne Harris, has recently attempted to 
sell a strip of land, and just as the sale 
was about to be consummated, Elbert Har- 
ris filed a claim to the piece of property, 
claiming that Herndon had no right to 
dispose of it. The filing of the claim 
brought the matter into the courts and the 
case was taken up yesterday. Many wit- 
nesses of the parties at suit were present 
and the case was very amusing at certain 
stages, as most of the witnesses are aged 
negroes of the ente-bellum days. 

Alonzo Herndon is a colored barber well 
known in the city. H2 was originally a 
slave, but after the war he came to the 
city and began business as a barber. He 
has been successful and has accumulated 
a shug little fortune. Herndon is also the 
executor of Mary Anne Harris, wo died 
three years ago. At the time of her death 
she owned a valuable city lot on Harris 
street and a comfortable dwelling was on 
the property. She owed several hundred 
dollars which had been borrowed on the 
Tot and a mortgage was given to secure 
the loan. 

When the negro died she left a will nam- 
ing Alonzo Herndon as her executor, stipu- 
lating that her stepson, Elbert rHarris, 
should have one-half of the property and 
that the balance should go to her brothers 
and sisters after all just debts had been 
paid. The executor advertised the entire 
property for sale, when Elbert Harris filed 
a claim, his contention being that as heir 
of his father, Sam Harris, from whom his 
mother claims to have received the proper- 
ty, he was entitled to one-half of the prop- 
erty, and that under his mother’s will he 
was also entitled to one-half of her inter- 
est. 

A Lgal Question Arises. 

Elbert Harris was a son of Sam Iliarris,; 
but not by Mary Anne Harris, but by a 
woman with whom his father lived in times 
of &lavery as man and wife. This was as- 
certained from the testimony of Harris in 
court yesterday morning, and just here the 
question of legitimacy has arisen which 
will probably make the present case one of 
historical prominence. 

Elbert Harris has undertaken to prove 
to the comrt that he was born ten years 
prior to tue war and that his father and 
mother lived, together es man and wife, 
with the permission of their owners, for a 
long term of years. He claims that aftet 
the war his father acknowledged him as 
his son and continued to live with him, 
although he had afterwards married Mary 
Anne Harris, another w an. 

There was considerable*testimony on both 
sides, and a vast army of witnesses were 
swern and their testimony heard by the 
court. tibert Harris asserted that Hern- 
don had no right to sell the property, as it 
Was shaired equally between himself and 
his mother and also equally between him- 
self and his father. 

The real feature of the case was sprung 
when Alonzo Herndon swore that Elbert 
Harris was and is now dan illegitimate and 
that he, under the laws of Georgia, was 
not entitled to inherit. One of the wit- 
nesses for Harris, an old ante-bellum ne- 
gress, swore that before the war it was 
not customary and quite an ufiusual thing 
for slaves to be married. It was more 
trouble than it was worth, said she, and a 
marriage license was something which the 
slaves did not have money erough to buy, 
and that they would just get a written per- 
mission from their master and the master 
of the other slave agreeing to let them live 
cagocier in tne relationship of man and 
wife. 

‘lhis is what the law at that time con- 
templated, and the legislature passed an 
act in 1865 making all children born as a 
result of such union legitimate. The case 
is one of great interest to the attorneys 
of the Atlanta bar and they will watch 
the outcome closely. It will be resumed 
a morning and may occupy the entire 
ay.

The life most resplendent with beauty 
and usefulness is the one which places self 
in the remote background, and advances 
the pleasures and comforts of others far 
above anything pertaining to his own per- 
sonal happiness. He who truly cherishes 
and graciously assists struggling humanity 
in its upward course, who listens to the 
plea of the sufferer, be it man, woman or 
child, in station high or low, and comforts, 
by gifts of affectionate advice, hearts 
bruised and bleeding, merits recognition 
more remunerative than wordly hands can 
dispense. 

These, and many other bright traits, were 
present in the character of ‘our esteemed 
and lamented colleague, Dr. Nathan Over- 
ton Harris, who departed life 
March 6, 1896, aged forty-four years. lie 
was born in Culpepper county, Virginia, 
December 4, 1851, the son of James O. and 
Elizabeth Brown Harris, During the late 
war he removed with his father to Atlanta, 
where he attained his education. In 1868 he 
attended school in Covington, Ky. He read 
medicine under Dr. Thomas 8S. Powell and 
graduated from the Southern Medical col- 
lege in 1881. He then practiced medicine 
in Atlanta for eighteen months. During 
three months of this trme he had charge of 
the smallpox hospital, treating 200 patients 
for this dread disease. In 1883 he graduat- 
ed from Bellevue Hospital Medical college, 
and returned to Atlanta to again prosecute 
his chosen work. In 1888 he was elected as- 
Sistant to the chair of obstetrics and dis- 
eases of women and children in the Atlanta 
Mcdical college. He was a member in ex- 
cellent standing in several medical organi- 
zations, viz: The Atlanta Society of Medi- 
cine, of which he served as president in 1586 
and corresponding secretary for a number 
of years; the Medical Association of Geor- 
gia; the American Medical Association; the 
National Association of Railway Surgeons, 
besides being medical examiner for a num- 
ber of life insurance companies. He was 
also surgeon for the Georgia, Carolina and 
Northern railrvad, division of the Seaboaru 
Air-Line; surgeon for the Fourth battalion, 
Georgia volunteers; physician for the sixth 
ward of Atlanta, a consistent member of 
St. Philips’s Episcopal church, and he was 
married April 8, 1885, to Lula S., daughter of 
Rufus 8S. Tucker, of Raleigh, N. C., who 
died April 23, 1896. 

In the death of Dr. Harris a true friend, 
a hospitable, genial gentleman, an honora- 
ble man and a good physician has been 
taken from us, and a void created which 
must long remain vacant. It can truly be 
said of him that he had no enemies: all 
who spoke of him used.the most affection- 
ate language. He had the peculiar ability 
to make friends, and when once his friends, 
there was no resistance to his personal 
magnetism, which drew one closer and clos- 
er to him as a more thorough knowledge of 
his inner nature developed. He was one of 
the few men whom men could love with 
genuine affection and expect a reciproca- 
tion of this feeling from such a benignant 
nature. 

His bright, affable manner, his genial dis- 
position, his useful professional advice will 
long be missed, but He who dispenses all

The Insurance Club Being Fitted Up 
in a Superb Manner—Other Items 
of Insurance Interest.

Employers lHability insurance circles were 
somewhat surprised this week by the an- 
nouncement that Syndey N. Moon, who 
| has been associated with the United States 
headquarters of the Employers’ Assurance 
corporation since it began operations in 
this country, had accepted the superin- 
tendency of the liability department of the 
Fidelity and Casualty. 


General Agents Warren and Hughes, of 
the Norwich Union, are on a trip through 
the south. They will be in Atlanta shortly. 


At a recent meeting of the directors of 
the Florida Fire Insurance Company H.*B. 
Plant and George T. Chamberlain were 
added to the board. The addition of Mr. 
Plant was quite a surprise, as he was sup- 
posed to have no interest in the enterprise. 


Atlanta agents have sent out a circular 
letter to the companies protesting against 
re-rating at Atlanta. They say that the 
average loss ratio here for the last year 
has been only 39.35 per cent and claim that 
their business is going to Lloyds and out- 
side companies. 


Mr. Clarence Angier, the well-known in- 
surance agent, is in Sewanee, Tenn., this 
week. 


It is rumored that Spanish merchants 
threaten to cancel all policies of Insurance 
issued by American companies on account 
of the war scarce. 


The paper hangers and carpet layers are 
busy this, week fixing up the prospective 
quarters of the Insurance Club on Mariet- 
ta street.
